Northumberland, and Mr. Nelfon, a Native of the 
‘County of York, on-the rath of March laft (being 
the Day appointed for the Election) offzred themfelves 
as Candidates for the faid Fellowfhip ; and Mr. Nelfon 
was chofen by a Majority of one Vote; whereupon
